Never were the French moro certain of any- 
thing than that of winning the 194 Derby— 
hence: the keen disappointment experienced by 
all classes of Parisians, membors of the sportingz 
world in particular, at the unexpected dofeut of 
-M, Edmond Blane’s Genveruant. The wretched 
weather alone was the cause of xpoiling both 
horses ani men, so thut the defeat after all was 
accepted more philosophically than it) would 
have been otherwise. Gonvernunt, the true type 
of aw extraordinary horse, liad the misfortune 
to he the heaviest in the race, as the course had 
heen converted into a veritable mire ty the 
severe thunderstorm. Hecouldnothelpplunging 
np to the hocks in the mud at overy stride, 
arriving seventh. Intense interest: had been 
itanifosted for somo time in all sporting cirelus 
inthis year’s English Derby. the only topie of 
conversation being M. Blane and the favourite 
Gouvornant. Everyonowas of the satioopinion— 
that Gouvernant would carry.everything before 
it, Most elaborate preparations had hon mado 
fo send the horse over to Epsom, while thousands 
uf well-knowu French owners. members of the 
Fronch Jockey Club, and nmnggous friends of 
M. Edmond Blane, had decided upon coming over 
to England for the express purpose of seeing tho 
French favourite winning. Thonsunds of pounds 
had beensent out of France to English and Duteh 
hookmakers by Frenchmon willing to hack their 
representative with the money. So unanimous 
indo was the betting population, not only in 
Paris, but in othey greut French contres as well: 
that no French bookmaker would have anything 
to do with the race. ‘Pho result of the race way 
awaited with breathless kilence and iifterest.; 
the very fact that something French had heen 
pitted uyainst something foreign sulliced to stir 
patriotic instinct’ fo itx depths. Newspaper 
ices in Paris were crowdod both inside and 
out, the curions having all their eyes fixed on thé 
windows from where the rosult of the race was 
to hy anmounes The difference in the face of 
the spectators before the result eame, and when 
tho defeat of Gouvernant was declared. was 
most remarkable; a silence of des succeeded 
enthusiastic chooring, For a while Parisians 
comld not anderstand the meaning of it all; if 
defeated, Gouvernaut, who carried the hopes and 
Sof Franee, was not to blame Chat 
the magnificent animal had dono its best, bat 
had heen the victim of clinlatio occentricitics, 
was the conclasion arrived at. ly nearly everyone 
present. The patriotic belief of Frenchmen in 
their horse hus cost them thousands of pounds ; 

it docs not'always pay to be over-sanguine. 
M. Edmond Blane, the ownor of Gouvernaut, 
is tao meh ‘a man of the world to make a fuss’ 
in public, He accopted the: defeat ax a yentle- 
man, af{ributing the same to the weather, and 
at once pave “instructions for his horse to be 
seut buck to France, in time for the Grand Prix, 
hoping this time to be more successful... The 
chances of Couvernant winning the Grand Prix 
at Louyelamps next Sunday ure certainly 
reutor, nx the climate is more ‘congenial, 
nublinye the tavourite to show itstrne form tothe

To secure a varioty of literature, 
to meet the tastes and religious jnctiyations 
of all pridoners, ax much as possible, is the 
chief nim of the Privon Commissioners, Somo 
special volumes are only granted as a reward 
for ood conduct; in many cnses, prisoners of 
either sex, unless ef irruproachablo, behaviony 
pending a whole month: will not ho supplied 
with beoks, : 

every Wednesday and Saturday, In each 
volume are blank sheets of paper, whereon 
are revorded the material condition of the book, 
as -to wour and tear. nnd the yunishnient in 
tore for prisoners thut wilfully ‘damage the 
volume. On another sheet of paper ave to -be 
found winotations hy renders. their inpres- 
sion ‘of the book. lent to them, as well 
as their opinion respecting magistrates, judges. 
police, und warders, Some of the prisoners 
freqnently moke  sngyestions. after rend- 
ing books. All these are carefully collected 
together for future reference. Tho “lihrurian” 
is generally 2 privoncr himself, of poor behavi- 
oar, and whose literary abilities qualify him for 
such a post of-honour, According to the Com- 
missionors, the selection of a “librarian” Lrow 
mnong the prisoners ix a diffienlt. matter :- few 
aro sifficiently educated, aud the  hononrable” 
position “is not. eagerly soucht after, Asa rule, 
the majority of the detained are contented with 
remaining in their cell. quietly waiting until 
the day of their release nrrives, and show no 
iuclination to distinguish themselves, either as 
monitors ov itteruteers.
